All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬

“  (d.)  Definition  of  Terms — ‘  Select,’  ‘  No.  1,’ 
and  ‘  No.  2  ’  grades: — 

(i.)  ‘  Mature  ’  means,  in  the  case 
of  tomatoes  grown  in  British  Colum¬ 
bia,  that  the  tomato  is  fully  developed, 
well  filled-out,  yields  to  pressure  giv¬ 
ing  a  feeling  of  springiness,  bright 
waxy  in  appearance,  seeds  well  de¬ 
veloped  and  with  the  seed  cavities 
showing  a  jelly-like  consistency.  A 
tolerance  of  15  per  cent,  of  the  next 
succeeding  (Turning)  state  of  ma¬ 
turity  shall  be  allowed. 

(ii.)  ‘Turning’  means  that  the 
tomato  shows  from  a  tinge  to  25  per 
cent,  colour.  A  combined  tolerance  of 
15  per  cent,  of  the  preceding  (Ma¬ 
ture)  and  the  next  succeeding  (Semi- 
ripe)  state  of  maturity  shall  be  al¬ 
lowed. 

(iii.)  ‘  Semi-ripe  ’  means  that  the 
tomato  shows  from  25  per  cent,  to  75 
per  cent,  colour.  A  combined  toler¬ 
ance  of  15  per  cent,  of  the  next  pre¬ 
ceding  (Turning)  and  the  next  suc¬ 
ceeding  (Firm-ripe)  state  of  maturity 
shall  be  allowed. 

(iv.)  ‘Firm-ripe’  means  that  the 
tomato  shows  from  75  per  cent,  to  full 
colour.  A  tolerance  of  15  per  cent,  of 
the  next  preceding  (Semi-ripe)  state 
of  maturity  shall  be  allowed.” 

14.  By  striking  out  in  the  “  Grades  for 
Fruit  ”  regulations  section  12  and  substitut¬ 
ing  therefor  the  following: — 

“  12.  When  immature  tomatoes  are  packed 
green  for  pickling  purposes  they  shall  in  all 
other  respects  conform  to  the  requirements  of 
No.  1  or  No.  2  grades  and  in  addition  to  all 
other  marks  required  each  package  shall  be 
marked  ‘  Picklers  ’  or  ‘  Pickling  Tomatoes.’  ” 

15.  By  striking  out  in  the  “  Grades  for 
Vegetables  ”  regulations  section  3  and  sub¬ 
stituting  therefor  the  following: — 

“3.  The  following  shall  be  the  grade  for 
waxed  or  unwaxed  table  turnips  or  rutaba¬ 
gas: — 

“(a.)  ‘  Canada  No.  1’  shall  consist  of  tur¬ 
nips  which  are  of  similar  varietal 
characteristics,  firm,  fairly  smooth, 
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fairly  well  shaped  and  well  trimmed; 
which  are  free  from  soft-rot  and  prac¬ 
tically  free  from  damage  caused  by 
freezing,  pithiness,  watercore,  black 
rot,  dry  rot,  disease,  insects,  growth 
cracks,  cuts,  dirt,  mechanical  or  other 
means ;  and  shall  be  properly  packed. 
“(b.)  Turnips  shall  be  packed  to  one  or 
other  of  the  following  size  ranges: — 

2"  to  4" 

3V2"  to  5" 

4"  to  6" 

4"  and  up 

(except  that  until  August  31st  inclu¬ 
sive  in  each  crop-year  a  size  range  of 
3"  to  51/2"  is  permitted.) 

“(c.)  ‘Canada  No.  2’  shall  consist  of  tur¬ 
nips  or  rutabagas  which  do  not  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  foregoing 
grades  but  shall  be  free  from  serious 
damage  from  whatever  cause. 

“  In  order  to  allow  for  variations  incident 
to  commercial  grading  and  handling,  not  more 
than  15%  by  count  of  the  specimens  in  any 
container  may  be  14"  larger  and  not  more 
than  5%  (at  least  one  specimen)  may  be  1" 
larger  than  the  prescribed  maximum  diameter; 
also  not  more  than  5%  (at  least  one  specimen) 
may  be  14"  smaller,  and  not  more  than  5% 
(at  least  one  specimen)  may  be  14"  smaller 
than  the  prescribed  minimum  diameter;  also 
10%  may  be  below  the  other  requirements  of 
the  grade  but  not  more  than  one-half  of  this 
amount  or  5%  shall  be  allowed  for  turnips  or 
rutabagas  affected  by  soft  rot. 

“(dL)  At  the  time  of  packing  or  initial  ship¬ 
ment  the  above  tolerances  for  defects 
shall  not  be  exceeded  in  any  package; 
at  other  times,  however,  individual 
packages  in  any  lot  may  contain  not 
more  than  one  and  one-half  times  the 
tolerances  specified  provided  that  the 
average  for  the  entire  lot  is  within 
the  tolerances  permitted. 

“(e.)  Definition  of  Terms: — 

(a..)  ‘  Waxed  ’  means  that  the  tur¬ 
nips  have  been  completely  immersed 
in  wax  solution. 

(b.)  ‘  Similar  varietal  character¬ 
istics  ’  means  that  the  turnips  in  any 
package  are  of  similar  colour  and 
shape;  that  is,  bronze  tops  not  mixed 
with  purple  tops,  nor  globe  type  with 
long  type. 

(c.)  ‘  Firm  ’  means  that  the  tur¬ 
nips  are  not  soft  or  shrivelled. 

(d.)  ‘  Fairly  well  shaped  ’  means 
that  the  turnips  are  reasonably  regu¬ 
lar  in  contour  and  that  the  length  of 
the  trimmed  specimen  is  not  more 
than  one  and  one-half  times  the  dia¬ 
meter. 

(e.)  ‘  Well  trimmed  ’  means  that 
the  top  is  trimmed  to  not  more  than 
a  maximum  of  %"  in  length,  that 
unattractive  secondary  rootlets  have 
been  removed  and  that  any  objec¬ 
tionably  long  or  coarse  tail-like  part 
of  the  root  has  been  cut  off  except 
that  for  the  waxed  product  the  stalk 
and  root  only  may  be  cut  back  and  the 
lower  half  of  the  turnip  smoothly  but 
not  deeply  trimmed  to  remove  surface 
blemishes. 

(/.)  ‘Soft  Rot’  means  any  soft 
mushy  condition  of  the  tissue.  ' 

{(j.)  ‘Practically  free  from  dam¬ 
age  ’  means : — 

(i.)  That  any  external  injury  from 
the  causes  mentioned  does  not 
affect  in  the  aggregate  more 
than  25%  of  the  lower  half  of 
the  turnip,  and/or  which  does 
not  cause  a  waste  of  more  than 
5%  by  weight,  including  peel 
covering  defective  area; 


(ii.)  That  any  internal  injury  from 
insects,  freezing,  pithiness, 
black  rot,  water  core,  or  other 
disease  does  not  affect  the 
edible  or  shipping  quality  of 
the  turnip  and/or  which  does 
not  cause  a  waste  of  more  than 
5%  by  weight  of  the  turnip.”
